For six or seven years she had scarce 
played except in this line, and surely it was unreasonable to expect a return to 
tightsand pantaloons at so late aday. But the public here did expect it, and not 
finding her such as they anticipated, they did not stop to inquire if she was perfect 
in her chosen line, but declined the theatre at once. 

And again, as we have often before remarked, it required a constant and cri- 
tical attention to appreciate rightly the unsurpassed excellence of Madame Vestris 
in comedy.

| for a particular amusement, or style of acting, if the actor have true genius, and 
| patient perseverance, he will create a taste, and uitimately triumph in the accom- 
| plishment of his hopes. 

Wouen Mr. Power played his first engagement, nay, even his second and third— 
well do we recollect the thinness of hishouses. His manner, style, and the charac- 
ter of his plays were newto us. But observe his course. With the most cheer- 
ful diligence he applied hitnself to the Herculean task of striking out a new line, 
| and rendering it popular. Mark the result. He is now, by all odds, the greatest 
single card on the American boards. The case was similar with Reeve at the 
outset, but he had not the courage and resolution fully to accomplish his wishes ; 
but before he left us, he could number a host of admirers, and many ardent 
‘friends. And so will it be with Charles Mathews and his wife; nay, itis so now 
—they are growing in popularity every night. The true old Park p ay-goers have 
come back again. and are as punctual as the door-keepers in their daily attend- 
ace.

LETTERS FROM UNDER A SKYLIGHT,

pies throagh which it streams, and reminds me it is now high noon. It is only 
at this hour that the direct rays can make their way into this my sanctum, and 
|e nblazon, for a few short moments, my jars, phials, and gallipots, with a living 
| radiance, sadly contrasting with the deadly poison they contain. You, my dear 
| Sir, have taught me to gather instruction from the minutest objects in nature, and 
| from this simple phenomenon of reficcted light, I draw a useful mora! lesson. 

As I gaze on those shelves of mortal drugs, now instinct with heavenly beauty, 
Man, says my 
philosophy, is thus fittingly shadowed forth in my presence Created in the image 
of his maker,—endowed with features beaming with love and beauty, and gifted 
with an intelligence that can scan the universe, end comprehend the sublimities of 
nature, he seems the fit receptacle of the nobler passions, and all the grander ele- 
ments of goodness and greatness. But, alas! too like those repositories of death- 
dealing drugs, man’s outward form oft conceals beneath its loveliness those base 
and bitter qualities, seltishness and ingratitude, with envy and hatred,—means, 
‘sharper than a serpent's tooth,”’ to injure and destroy. Yet, like those ‘‘ poor 


compounds,’ when employed by hands skilled in their healing properties, and 
| prompt to adininister then in kindness and with judicious care, so all these ele- 


ments of our minds are designed for our happiness, and divinely purposed to in- 


cline us to deeds of benevolence, and when engaged in the fulfilment of the inten- 
‘tions of their Bestower, exalt us in the scale of creation to a glorious resemblance 


with infinite goodness. 

Amid these musings, at once melancholy and encouraging. a figure flits past my 
skylight gratings—my bell is suddenly jerked, and the “‘carrier’’ throws into the 
area iny Sunday reading, in the shape of iny four favorite city hebdomadals. 

My contemplations thus broken in upon, I have shaken off my half dreaming 
thoughts, and gathering up my papers, I now resume my scat in the very eye of 
the sun. The tirst I glance at is the English-looking, well-filled “* Avbion,”’ re- 
plete with the gems of the periudicals and the wit of the London Press. I lay it 
carefully aside for the morrow. Now I am unfolding “Tue New Yorker,” to 
| gather from its pages the true and unbiassed statement of facts touching the great 
political struggle convulsing our Republic. Turning from its instructive columns, 
[ gladly seize on that anomaly of our press, the ever cheerful and sparkling * Sei- 
rit or THE Times,” a print, though devoted to the national amusements of Eng- 
land and America, yet embracing within its scope the current literature of both 
countries, and made the vehicle of all that is racy in wit, and enlivening in humor. 
Depositing the three beneath a jar of rose-leaves, I joy to strip the blue enve- 
lope from the fair sheets of the « Mirror,” impatient to refresh myself with those 
divine philosophies which you, my dear Sir, have given to the world in a series of 
letters, from your whimsical abode—“ under a bridge.” In this expectation I am 
doomed to be disappointed. Hurriedly I glance into that corner of the shect 
where your lucubrations are usually found, and lo! the column is occupied with 
the contribution of another. It purports to be a letter,—the first of a series,— 
from a writer in London. I read, and my eye is rivetted on the page, for I find 
that its author, while attacking a well-known circle with ruthless virulence, is 
drawing his bow with a vengeful hand, and that his shaft is really aimed at the 
bosom of one most dear to me—yourself. 

I have re-perused the letter, and throwing down the sheet in mute astonishinent 
[ am reflecting on the motives and objects which could have prompted this writer,

excellence,” Wy the press genera 1/, and by itsel! in particular. For years it has not been 
known tv ven'ure an opinion—a w sh or even a conjecture in advance ofthe fully expressed 
| willof the public. The current ef its exi-tence has flowed thus placidly along in the wake 
' of every independent press in the country, without a ripple to distort the reflection it 60 
hippily micrors in its pages. We have long been a reader of its columns, and have never 
| discovered any very marked desire to correct the errors of the community to wLom it is 
| adiires@ ed, nor to control the way wardness ot popula: clainor, nor to pul dewn pretension, 
nor to defen! merit against prejudice, nor to shield the defenceless froin the acrimony of 
| defeated villany—this would have been quite too daring anioterference. But while thus 
| blind to all and every thing it should rebuke in the customs, tastes, and habitudes of the: 
| pu lic at home, it has lately discovered some alarming improprieties of conduct in a circle 
of London Society, which has so ruffl-d its wonted serenity, that under the cloak of a real 
or pretended correspondence, it has come forth the valorous champion of morality, and 
taken the said delinquents in hand, with the view of administering such punishment ia the 
premises as will probably regenerate not only them, but revolutionize English society 
altogether. 

To do this the more summarily, it was found necessary to reflect indirectly, and very in- 
juriously, on the main contributor and chief supporter of its own columns, Put we have 
nothing to say of this suicidal course nor of the manhood and good taste exhibited by such 
editorial management, nor of the chival ic daring in thus attacking a writer whom a sense 
of propriety wiil probably keep silent, or whose interests, it is conjectured, would be jeo- 
pardized by a fitting reply. But we will say a word on the propriety of an Awe ican news- 
paper’s opening its columns to charges of the grossest turpitude and crime, aginst the 
private life of individuals of a fureign country ; and another word as to the decorum and 
morality of a paper, wholly devoted to the amusement of females, which so unhesitatingly 
pu lishes the details of debauchery too abominal:ly revoliing even to the coarsest taste, 
and without the remotest probability that it cau effect the least | ossible good. 

We will aiteu'pt to make ourselves more clearly understood. It seems there are certain 
individuals of both sexes forming acliqne in English high life, and favorably known on this- 
side of the water by the productions of their acknowledged genius, who are not so for- 
tuuate as to enjoy the admiration of this malignant writer. This society of literary persons 
having been favorably portuayed by the graphic pen of one admitted to a participation of 
its hospitalities, and he not thinking  preper or grateful te attempt an espionage, or to 
chronicle the current gossip of the cay, it has been felt the peculiar duty of the Mirror to 
stand forward, and after raking together the lowest and vilert scurrilities, wiih which a por- 
tion of the London pressalways tees, to lay them before its readers in all their disgusting 
and naked deformity. 

We have no recollection of ever reading a more malicious and sweeping attack on the 
character of certain named individuals, than is en bovied in this letter of a Loncon corres- 
pondent; nor have we ever seen in any reputable paper so at: ocious an outrage on the 
good taste and virtuous mincedness of its fema'e readers. And yet this ribald shaft is not 
perhaps so much directed atthe individuals themselves, as at one who ay have contributed 
to extend their literary fame, and a knowledge of the charins of their society among the 
readers of the Mirror, 

Whatis the necessity—what is the plea for thi: insult tothe members of a foreizn society, 
and outraze on the proprietiesof our own? The pretence is, that the English community 
a! large wa3 sliniered by an American traveller, he having represented this coterie of 
fashion ables, as possessing the elements of a efined and elegant society. New no one at all 
conver-ant with the conventional cons ruction of society in England, is ignorant of the fact, 
triat the lives of a few of her amhora, unfoituna‘ely, do not correspond in purity, with the 
rich gifts of genins displayed in their work . Li:erature de ploresth s blot on the character 
of her votaries, but the world, especially on thissid the Atlantic, has chosen to shut its eyes 
onthe vararies of those to whom it owes the weans of so much ente tainment, and in igno- 
rance of all that may be exceptionable in their private conduct, to peruse the off pring of 
their genius with gi atitude and delight. In some such light were they viewed and repre- 
sented by our off -nding travailec, who had too inuch taste, and too mnneh hu naniry, to dissi- 
pate any il'usion which innocently contributed to the gratification of his countrymen, and 
too much regard for that purity of thought and mind, so inuch becoming hiscountrywomen, 
to pollute his pages with pictures of dissipation and vice. What then must we think of a 
writer, in a paper addressing itself particularly to female society, who has rudely torn away 
the veil which a willing ignorance or charity had thrown over the private walks of English 
authors, and exhibited, in language gross as it is revolting, all that the rankest gossip could 
supply, or his own foul imagination could suggest. Although a portion of his statements 
isiy be correct, yet, in the main, they bear the very impress of malignant slander, and 
downright falsehood. Iinagine, if you can,the wickedness of that man who could wantonly 
asperse the fair name of Miss Lanpon, the a:niable and talented poetess, with an accusatio® 
so horribly slanderous, and so utterly iinprobab!e, as to reprvach her with the disgrace of 
secretly giving birth to a child before her marriage, and while she was in the eye of the 
world, andthe theme of all praise. Think of the wanton cruelty of attempting to slar with 
inuendo aid sneer, a lady of the reputation anid advanced age of the authorexs of Thaddeus 
of Warsiw, and the accomplished friend of Waites Scorer. But we will follow this vitu- 
perative writer no ‘urther, but turn for a moment tothe paper which has loaned itscolumns 
to the circu'ation of such infamona trash, and endorsed it in a manner that will at least 
crea’e surpri-e even in the minds of those who know its “ locum tenens” best. We quote 
the gist of the Mirror’s preface to the lucubsations of his veracious corresponcem :—

th» most hardened of his readers to blush! How conscious he seeins of the daties he 
ewes to society! How the responsibi.ity weighs upon his sensitive soul! And suppose his 
correspondent has erred, and has slandered any of those w.ose characters he has so black- 
ene |, why “il will fall to the ground of its own weight!’ 

This is tculy an original idea. The world has been altogether in error on this sunject. 
Fe.nale reputation has been thought a tender plant, that the win Ja of heaven musi not visit: 
too roughly, and the bald- pated Cesar foolishly enough imagined a Roman matron cvuld not 
even be suspected without taint to ber honor. Yet here is a paper that perils a corres- 
pondent to belch forth accusations at which humaniry shudders, if they h; ve any fuunda- 
tion iat uth; and if false,as most of them undoubtedly are, we are told they will fall to 
the ground harmless We can say nothing to enhance the moral loathsomeness of a sen- 
tiinent so monstrous as this, and so destructive of every principle of honor and justice. 

When we reflect on the habitual inclination of the Mirror to suppress what it wants the’ 
firmness to avow, and its apathy and obtuseness of vision to every thing on this side of the 
water which it should rebuke and amend, and when we look at the flippant tone of its pre- 
fatory remarks, and the ungrareful thrust at the gentleman whose writings have been for 
years the chief charin of the Mirror —when we find the pretended object of the charges 
unreal and assuined—the charges themselves generally false—and the details in elicate 
and revolting —So evid:nt is the immorality and the bad taste of spreading them before the 
eye of refined and modest females.that we confess ourselves enabled to look on that paper, 
its editor and its correspondent, without a particle of envy.

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LOUISVILLE (Ky.) FALL RACES. 
We have received from Joun G. Grauam, Esq. the official report of the recent 


Jockey Club Meeting over the Oakland Course, which will be found below. As 
the Secretary has given us very few details of the racing, we have interlarded his 
report (at his suggestion) with such additional particulars as have been furnished 
by our other correspondents and the public press. The meeting will long be re- 
membered as one of the most brilliant ever held in Kentucky, whether as regards 
the number and performances of the horses, or the fashionable and crowded as- 
semblage that gave a tone to the festive enjoyments of the occasion. Turfmen in 
great numbers from all the Western and Southern States were in attendance, and 
the great Mercantile and Agricultural interests of Kentucky and her sister States 
were fully represented. But the crowning interest of the whole, and what im- 
parted the chiefest attraction to the meeting, was the general attendance of Ken- 
tucky’s loveliest daughters. It is estimated that over one thousand ladies graced 
the Course by their presence, heightening by their youth and beauty the exhila- 
rating influences which characterise the manly and national Sports of the Turf.

As good luck would have it, the weather cleared up on Wednesday morning, 
and when the racing commenced at 2 o'clock, the track had becoine quite dry and 
hard. Six entries were mado for the purse, but Bergen having been withdrawn 
to strengthen the field on Thursday, the other five came to the post in the follow- 
ing order .—Mr. R. L. Srevens’ Tom Moore, Mc. Burucare’s Waterloo (‘he 
Imp. Victory colt), Capt. Baancu’s Suffulk, Mc. Vax Marer's Manalopan, and 
Maj. Jones’ Fidget (the Flirt filly by Andcew). There was considerable betting 
on the race, Tom Moore being first favorite, and Manalopaa the 2d; the two were 
backed at odds against the field before it was known Bergen was vut. 

The Race-—To Moore, after making a deal of troublo as usual, was finally 
eot off, but Saffulk cut him down in half a duzen strokes, and led down the back- 
side to the half mile post, when Gil. Patrick finding he had the foot of the field, 
took him in hand, and Waterloo went in front ; ail the others well up. Waterloo 
carried on the running to the stand at a slashing rate, and kept it up until he came 
into straight work on the back side, where he declined, and Suffolk tvok his place. 
At the half-mile post Nelson called on Tom, and a very pretty brush ensued, but 
Suffolk out-footed him, and won cleverly by two or three lengths, running the heat 
in 3:48. 

‘Tom Moore was now drawn, and as Manalopan had not extended himself, the 
fielders were still very ‘ sweet” on their nag, and ‘*‘ put on the pot,” at 3 tol 
vs. Suffolk, who appeared amiss; indeed he has not been doing well since the 
Spring mesting. 

The two cracks made running from score, being locked to near the half mile 
post, where G.l. pulled to the field for a brush on the last quarter, and Manalopan 
over shot him. As they came up to the stand all four were nearly lapped, and the 
pace was severe—quite too good to last. Ou getting round the turn to the back- 
side, Suffolk and Manalopan singled themselves out, and ran a inatch for it home ; 
the latter led to the post, where Saffulk challenged, and after a smart brush, came 
in front, and finally won by a leag.h, the other two being out of their distance.

NASHVILLE (N. C.) RACES AND SALES OF STOCK. 

A well-informed correspondent, in a letter dated Nashville, North Carolina; 
Nov. 4th, gives us the following interesting intelligence :— 

Dear Sir,—I have, during the past week, witnessed the Races over the Nash- 
ville Course. There was a fine display of horses, both in quantity and quality. 
We had some of the craek nags of the day, such as Fanny Wyatt, Black Prince, 
Canary, &c., from Mr. O. P. Hare’s stable ; then we had Mr. J. C. Craiporne’s 
and ‘Dumunson’'s stable in part, Mr. Wynwn’s stable, Mr. McLeon's, Mr. Bun- 
Lock’s, Mr. McDanieu’s, Gen. J. O. K. Wittiams’ stable, and Dr. Pays, in part 
—in all, about 40 in number. The weather was fine, and we had good sport, but 
slow time. The track was, and ever will be, very heavy from sand. 


Mr. J. K. Bowtock sold his 3 yr. old Leviathan filly, that ran second to Imp_ 
Lakeness at Warrenton, N. C., the 2 mile day, to Messrs. B. Arincron and D. 
McDaniet for $2750, and she won the Club purse at Nashville, N. C., this week, 
beating Black Prince, three mile heats, in 6:08}. She beat him in beautiful style ; 
the race was weli contested for two miles aud a half, when he gave it up, and was 
drawn after the first heat. The breeder of this filly, Mr. J. K. Bullock, bas a ful 
sister to her, and a Pacific, both of which are now 2 yrs. old, and they are said 
to be birds of the first feather; the Pacific won her stake here, giving great evi- 
dence of both foot and game. 

There was a sweepstake opened here, for celts and fillies now one year old, and 
two nominations made, and it is expected there will be some !2 or 15 more, $500 
each subscription, to name when entered, and to close the Ist of February next, 
to be run the Fall of 1840; six gentlemen have already promised to make nomi- 
nations. This seems as if they intended to “ go it’’ in this country with more 
spirit than heretofore. I think this kind of sport is increasing here as well as else_ 
where, to a very desirable extent. The great spirit at the South on this subjec 
seems to have given new life to it here. 

The Tonson filly that was sold last Spring at Warrenton, N. C., 2 yrs. old, out 
of Fantail, was bought by Messrs. Townes and WiLtiaMsoNn, at an advance of 
$1190; she sold for $1810 in the Spring, and they gave $3000. Susan Lindsey 
was sold at Warrenton at the same time, and bought by that spirited breeder, Mr. 
W. B. Mears, at $1420. Maj. A. J. Davie suld his Imp. ch. f. Likeness at 
Warrenton, N. C., for $3250, to Mr. Lone, and Mr. J. K. Buttock sold, at the 
same time, the Leviathan filly, 3 years old, before alluded to, to Mr. ARINGTON 
and McDaniet for $2750, with an interest in her winnings, as Mr. Davie sold his 
to Mr. Long. 

You will please add to your subscription list the names of two friends. They 
are both fine fellows, and will go it freely on a good one; and J think, as they are 
both young hands at the business, but liberal and spirited, they will have them ae 
sure as young ducks swim, and they are both able to do it. B.

CLASSIFICATION OF JOCKEY CLUB MEETINGS. 
Under this head, an intelligent and sensible writer in the September nuam- 
ber of the * Turf Register” makes several suggestions that may be in- 
teresting to some of our readers. ‘The subject we also commend to the attention 
of our sporting friends in the West and South. Something of the kind appears to 
be particularly required in Kentucky from the great increase of the number of 
Courses in that *‘ race horse region,’”’ which by the bye is taking the lead of most 


others :— 

Some time since I called the attention of Turfites to the subject of so arrang- 
ing the Jockey Club Meetings, that they might be laid out somewhat in circuus, 
thereby enabling gentlemen to attend a certain and reasonable number of meetings 
without interference. Under the present system the races in the immediate vick 
nity of a stable may be so arranged as to force a man to lose much time with his 
horses, or if he attend as many meetings as may compensate him for training, he 
must post his horses by steam from New York to Raleigh, or what may be still 
worse, i! a liberal sportsman, he may with the best colt be forced to pay forfeit im. 
stakes, when meetings to which he subscribes occur on the same day, as was the 
case recently, the races on the National Course, Washington city, and old New- 

market, Virginia, commencing on the 2d of October. This should not happen, or 

if it did, it should be under soine regular system by which gentlemen at the ume 
of subscribing shoald clearly understand they had no chance of running. Under, 
these circumstances a man would not think of entering for the mere privilege of 
paying forfeit. Something like this occurred with Col. Wynn not long since ; he 
hed entries at New York and Virginia—under some arrangement the meetings 
clashed—he was forced to pay some heavy forfeits with a colt that could have. 
won. 

If all the meetings in a reasonable distance were so arranged as to commence 
the last week in September and end the first in November, this would enable the 
sportsmen to attend a9o at six meetings —2no 1g) in all consci2..ce —aad at a s2uson 
when they could calculate on good weather for their sport. ‘I'his system would. 
apply well frou North Carolina to New York. . 

Thus the clubs at Raleigh, Danville, Salisbury, Nash, Warrenton and Ed 
combe should make one circuit—Crosskeys, Norfolk, Fairfield, Tree Hill, and 
Newmarket, would make a second circuit, and thus arrange the meeiings in the 
upper part of Virginia, also in Maryland, Jersey and New York. 

Under this system it is true no one stable could inake a sweep from Virginia te 
New York, but at the same time it would enable many stables to win and defray 
expenses, and thus more generally diffuse, or perhaps | should more properly say, 
keep up the spirit of racing, and a3 a consequence better sustain fair prices for 
blood stock. Jt is true we might not perhaps sell our horses at twelve or fifteen 
thousand dollars, but many could be sold at good figures—a_ steady and fair do 
mand is always preferable to solitary high sales. 

‘This system when once under way would more than double the number of train- 
ing stables, and increase in a similar ratio the demand for grain to the great benefit 
of our agricultural community. ; 

But its advantages to the turfites themselves is almost incalculable; a reeur- 
rence to our turf history some few vears past will be the best mode of placing 
this matter in a proper point of view. It will be remembered that at ono time 
Col. Johnson had in his stable those two fine mares, Trifle and Tronette, and alter- 
nating them for more than twelve months, he won (aluost) every three and four 
inile purse from Petersburgh to New York; now under this system he could have 
hut a fair portion of the purses, and as there would be at least five circuits, no one 
could with one stable appropriate more than one for himself; and leave the other 
our to his friends.

Sassarras, (La.) Oct. 18, 1838. 

Dear Mr. Eprror,—Although I never had much reputation among my ac- 
quaintances for paying particular reverence to that much talked-of, and scarcely 
less outraged, commandment—‘“ return good for evil,” yet I think, when yon shall 
have heard my story through, you will admit that I have given you something like 
a practical illustration of that vaunted text. 

Albeit, when my friend W. S. H , Esq., of Cahawba, was on with you in 
1836, I had the advantage of an “exchange” with the ‘ Spirit of the Times” pa- 
per, (editing, as I did at the time, the Cahawba “Canal of Intelligence,’’) still I 
permitted him to have my name placed on your subscription list; and so long as | 
remained at Shirt-tail Bend, the invaluable “Spirit’”” came regularly to hand, 
‘tres bien.” But “a change came o'er the spirit of the dream,” and from an 
incorrigible Loco editor, I was promoted (‘by the grace of °—old Hickory) to a 
Land Office Register, and removed to Sassafras in the spring of 1837; where- 
upon I wrote to dear Mr. Porter, to change the destination of my ‘ Smrit!”

He 
insisted on it that he did. Nor did my instructions about this matter stop here ; 
and but for this /ast charge, which I intend to bring home, on Leere [one of our 
Southern travelling agents and correspondents], at least, you might escape my 
animadversion. When in the city of race tracks (New Orleans, I mean,) last 
spring, in passing through one of the streets, what should I see but a prospectus 
of your generous “ Spirit,” nailed up to the door of a pretty comfortable-looking 
maison, where the crather was to be had “by the smalls.” It struck me exactly 
‘as quick as thought,” that I might, then and there, ‘*kill two birds with one 
stone.” So in I went, partly to correct a mistake, and partly to “take summut for 
to take.”” 

After entering my name in bold relief on the Prospectus, and adding, further, 

in these emphatic words, “ change from Shirt-tail Bend (Cahawba) to Sassafras, 
La.,”’ who should I chance to see on turning rouna, but Lerre. He saw what I 
had been doing—promised faithfully that the error should be righted—and 
‘Enough said among gentlemen,” said I.—*‘ Suppose we ‘ wood,’”’ said he.— 
Go it,” rejoined I, ‘* short leg and all.” Under these circumstances, it will not 
surprise any kind-hearted soul like yourself, that I did not have the face to upbraid 
the Times-men for their seeming negligence. No sooner was our “horn”’ dis- 
posed of, than I proposed to L. (who is a gentleman everywhere, even in New Or- 
leans !) to “‘shell out ’’ and ‘“‘ fork over” for the two years I was then in arrears. 
He smiled a reluctant acquiescence to this proposition, and turning off to the 
counter, wrote me a receipt in full. Just at the instant he handed it to me, and 
before he had received the quid pro quo, a Tennesseean-looking christian-of-a- 
chap took me “bim” on the shoulder, exclaiming at the self-same moment, 
‘‘Come, Jack, let’s take a ‘dot.’’? Now, I never like to refuse invitations, par- 
tieularly in New Orleans, where they make a mint-julap that would cause a priest’s 
‘““dugin” to “hang up” to look uponit!

Deak Sir,—TI send you an account of a Hunt that took place in this neighbor- 
hood some time back, which may cause a contraction of the risible muscles of 
some of your subscribers, who know something about, and are fond of the sport 
of Deer Hunting. 

Inthe village of W , a delightful retreat for planters in the neighborhood, 
juring the summer of °35, after a good deal of argument, pro and con, it was

‘This old gentlemen had 
been reared in the faith of the Church of Fingland, and still retained his partiali- 
ties fur the sublime forms of worship 4s adopted by that body. Accordingly, he 
drew froin nis pocket the ** Book of Common Prayer,”’ and turning vo the Burial 
Service, performed, in a serious and tasteful manner, those duties which are ge- 
nerally conceded to belong exclusively to the clergy. 

Some there may be who will consider this an unhallowed assumption on the 
part of the old gentleman; but those in attendance did not think so. As he de- 
livered, in deep and serious tones, the beautiful sentiments of the prayer book, he 
was evidently affected himself. The associations of early youth—the recollections 
of his subsequent life—the circumstances by which he was then surrounded—all 
combined to operate upon his feelings. His hearers seeing that he felt the force 
of what he read, naturally sympathised with him, and in the whole crowd, there 
was not one whose eye was unmoistened with a tear. 

There was something in this scene uncommonly beautiful. Who willcondemn 
it! It was asincere, because an unpremeditated, tribute to the power of religious 
sentiment and religious truth. It was an evidence that actors, notwithstanding 
the rancorous dislike entertained against them by a portion of the community, are 
not indifferent to the claims of Christianity, orto the realities of a future state of 
existence. By them the forms and ceremonies may not be strictly observed ; but 
in the heart—in that secret cabinet which no mortal can search for his neighbor, 
there may be a store of religious feeling and principle, unobserved, indeed, by 
others, but known and regarded by the Deity who placed it there.
